Countdown to Nov .2 

Voters should set new record 


"Campaign ‘82’’ comes to a cli- 
max on Tuesday , Nov . 2 as a record- 
number of voters are expected to 
turn up at the polls to cast their bal- 
lots for a host of national, state, 
county, judicial and local offices as 
well as vote on seven key state prop- 
osals. 


It was one great step for Sumpter 
Township and one gigantic leap in 
the fight against dumping toxic 
waste in the township as the Wayne 
County Toxic Waste Disposal Site 
Approval Board early Wednesday 
morning rejected City Sand and 
Landfill’s application to utilize its 
landfill as a toxic waste disposal. 

"We are elated with the decision 
of this board,” said Jim Reeves, 
township board supervisor. "The 
decision proves that there are in- 
deed people who care about people. 

"And, this is an excellent exam- 
ple of our community working 
together for its own good, Let me 
add that this (the decision) is the 
work and the credit of each and ev- 
ery citizen and resident of Sumpter 
who, when the chips are down, 
stand united on such key and cru- 
cial issues.” 

The Site Approval Board, made 
up of state, county and local repre- 
sentatives, denied the landfill own-

ers the permit, 6-3. Voting to deny 
issuance of the permit were: 
Eugene Schmitt, Deputy Director 
of the Michigan Department of 
State Police; Dr. Eugene Jaworski, 
Department of Geology and 
Geography, Eastern Michigan Uni- 
versity; Marcie Colling, Virgil 
Humphreys, Walter Chobot and 
William Harness. 

Voting to approve the application 
were: William Marks, Site Approv- 
al Board Chairman who is an assis- 
tant chief. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency: Dr. Donald K. Ander- 
son, Department of Chemical En- 
gineering, Michigan State Uni- 
versity, and Arthur Bloomer. 

The final decision to deny had not 
been reached until the early morn- 
ing hours of Wednesday. More than 
100 residents had crowded into the 
township chambers to hear the out- 
come and climax of the six-month 
debate. They shouted in joy and 


candidates Richard H. Headleewho 
seeks this state’s highest elective 
office, and his running mate for 
lieutenant governor, Thomas E. 
Brennan. 

Five other political parties will be 
represented on the ballot in the gov- 
erner’s race: the American Party, 


cheered when they learned that the 
board had voted in favor of reject- 
ing the application. 

City Sand & Landfill was the first 
firm in Michigan to seek a permit to 
run a general commercial landfill 
for toxic wastes under the state's 
1979 Hazardous Waste Manage- 
ment Act. The owners run a landfill 
facility that covers 80-acres in the 
Elwell and Willow Road areas and 
residents have complained about 
the stench eminating from the land- 
fill for years. 

"We were not going to let them 
bring in this toxic waste as well.” 
Reeves stressed. "I think our resi- 
dents have had enough of it. And 
they are ready to stand up and be 
counted." 

However, City Sand and Landfill 
owners have a right to appeal the 
board’s decision. Township offi- 
cials said that they are prepared to 
standfast and fight any appeals as 
well. 

Residents turned up at last Tues- 
day night's meetingcarrying picket 
signs which pointed out their frus- 
trations. "We have Enough 
Waste", one read, and another slo- 
gan carried by a child said: "Re- 
member Love Canal." 

At one point of the discussion, the 
crowd became so incensed that it 
was cautioned by Marks "that if 
you don t quiet down well movethis 
meeting to another site." 

In order to entice the township 
into the agreement, City Sand offi- 
cials reportedly made an offer to 
pay the township seven cents a ton 
for each truckload of toxic waste 
entering the township and the land- 
fill. with a minimum monthly pay 
ment of $5,000 Officials turned 
their backs on the offer 


Libertarian Party, Socialist Work- 
ers Party, the Workers League, and 
the Tisch Independent Citizens 
Party. 

Voters will also have to deter- 
mine the fate of seven state propos- 
als. (For complete review of the 
proposals, state and national 
offices, turn to the Associated 
Newspapers’ special ELECTION 
GUIDE in today’s edition). 

Incumbent Secretary of State 
Richard H. Austin, a Democrat, is 
being challenged for his office by 
Republican Elizabeth A. Andrus 
and American Party candidate 
John L. Wagner. 

Attorney General Frank J. Kelley 
has a fight on his hands from Oak- 
land County Prosecutor L. Brooks 
Patterson, while the Libertarians 
entered the ring by way of candi- 
date Brian R. Wright. 

A battle has shaped up between 
incumbent Donald W. Reigle, Jr. 
and Phillip E. Ruppe for the one 
U.S. Senate seat available. 
Reigle, a Democrat, has a slim lead 
over his Republican challenger, but 
the gap is slowly closing. 

There are four other candidates 
seeking the title: Daniel Eller 
(American Party), Bette Erwin 
(Libertarian), Steve Beaumer 
(Socialist Workers Party), Helen 
Halyard (Workers Leagt ? 1 . 

In the meantime, William D. 
Ford, the incumbent Democratic 
member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from the 15th Congres- 
sional District, has two contenders 
to deal with on Tuesday. He faces 
Republican challenger, Mitchell 
Morgan, and American Party rep- 
resentative, Guy R. Collins. 

Ford is expected to overwhelm 
both opponents. 

In the 12th district state senate 
race, Senate Majority Leader, Wil- 
liam Faust, a Democrat, has to 
overcome one minor obstacle in 
Libertarian Party candidate. 
Robert Mair. Faust is expected to 
be returned to his senate seat. 

Local voters also will decide 
whether to return veteran legisla- 
tor Edward E. Mahalak, a Demo- 
crat from the 37th district to Lans- 
ing or his challenger, Republican 
Theodore W. Jacques. Mahalak 
has served in the Legislature since 
1964 and is currently a member of 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee and chairman of two of its sub- 
committees: Transportation and 
Military and Veterans' Affairs. 

Jacques. 36, is employed by the 
General Motors Fisher Body Divi- 
sion as an industrial machine re- 
pair machinist who says "lowering 
taxes is my major goal.” 

Mahalak and Jacques are bat- 
tling for the right to represent the 
cities of Belleville, Romulus and 
Wayne and the townships of Van 
Buren, Sumpter and the southerly 
portion of Canton. 

In the newly created 21st district, 
Roy Raker, a Huron Township self- 
employed farmer, and long-time 
Republican, is battling Huron 
Township supervisor, Richard Sul- 
livan for the job. 

Sheriff William Lucas, a Demo- 
crat. is pitted against Robert E 
Fitzpatrick, a Republican, and 
John F. McEwan, Jr . a Libertarian 
in the race for Wayne County's ex- 
ecutive’s post The county, stron- 
ghold of the Democrats since the 
turn of the century, is expected to 
put the controversial sheriff into 
office. 

In the reapportioned county com- 
mission districts, Wayne attorney 
and councilman, Milton Mack, a 
Democrat, finds his path to the 11th 
district county seat blocked by Can- 
ton Township's Loren N Bennett, 
who is a member of the township 
board The Libertarians have 
joined the race with candidate 
Charles L Hutton 

The district includes: Romulus. 
Belleville. Van Buren Sumpter and 
Huron 

The polls will open at 7 a m and 
close at 8 p m 
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Con man arrested

Wayne guards 
its final liquor license 
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A time almost forgotten 


A Wayne restaurant owner has 
challenged the Wayne City Coun- 
cil's long standing policy of retain- 
ing the community’s lone remain- 
ing Class C liquor license as a 
means of promoting future develop- 
ment in the downtown area. 

George Demetriou, owner of the 
Golden Boy Restaurant, Tuesday 
night presented city officials with a 
proposed remodeling plan for his 
restaurant that would include a 
cocktail lounge. His request to be 
awarded the city’s only available 
liquor license was referred to the 
Planning Commission and the 
Downtown Development Authority 
for study. 

Previous requests for the license 
from Demetriou and other local res- 
taurant owners have been denied by 
the council, which hopes to use the 
license to entice a major restaurant 
or lounge developer to locate in 
downtown Wayne. 

“That license has been available 
for 22 years,” remarked attorney 
William Szlinis, who represented 
Demetriou. “We know the council 
would prefer if it (license) would go 
to a new building, but it’s unlikely 
that a new developer will come 
forth in the future. 

“Mr. Demetriou has proved that 
he knows how to run a class opera- 
tion. He’s willing to invest between 


$50,000 and $100,000 in improve- 
ments . . . we’re asking the council 
to reconsider its thinking on this 
issue.” 

The proposed remodeling at the 
restaurant, located at 3632 Eli- 
zabeth, would feature the construc- 
tion of a cocktail lounge in the area 
Demetriou currently leases to 
Judy’s Wig Hut. 

A number of contemporary 
facade improvements also were 
proposed with the majority of the 
architectural changes planned for 
the east side of the building. 

Although the council is scheduled 
to again consider the matter at its 
Nov. 16 meeting, many city officials 
appear skeptical of releasing the ci- 
ty’s final license (13 other Class C 
liquor permits already have been 
granted in Wayne). 

“We were on the verge of having a 
restaurant located in Wayne until 
the economy turned sour,” said 
Councilman Milt Mack. 

“That license is a magnet that 
can attract new business into 
Wayne.” 

Asked whether Demetriou had 
considered purchasing an existing 
license, Szlinis responded, 
“They’re running anywhere from 
$100,000 to $160,000 and that’s not 
including the building.”

Individuals who want absentee ballots mailed 
to them must apply for the ballots in person or by 
mail at the office of the city or township clerk 
where they reside before 2pm, Saturday, Oct. 


30. Voted ballots must be returned to the clerks 
by 8 p.m on Election Day. 

Individuals who expect to be absent on elec* 
tion day also may vote in person in their city or 
township clerks office until 4 p.m., Nov. 1. 

In addition to being absent when polls are 
open, anyone 60 years or older or physically un- 
able to vote without assistance is eligible to vote 
by absentee ballot

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Response to 
‘The freeze’ 

Editor — The three editorial- 
page items on the nuclear freez- 
er (Oct. 20-21) all had one thing in 
common — a lack of familiarity 
with the facts. 

The editorial said not to worry 
about freezing warheads, be- 
cause we could still build better 
delivery systems. 

\Vrong. 

The proposal calls for freezing 
delivery systems, too. The edito- 
rial said a fraction of our arsenal 
could exterminate all life. Wrong 
again. My earlier letter ex- 
plained why this is a myth. The 
editorial said submarines are the 
most effective launching system 
an0 we have more of them. 
Strike three. Sub-launched mis- 
siles are less accurate than 
ICQMs, and Russia has twice as 
many missile subs as we do. 

James McLaughlin disagrees 
with me but doesn’t explain why 
we should care what he thinks. 
His error-filled letter reveals no 
expertise. He says 10,000 mega- 
tons equals 800,000 Hiroshima 
bombs. My letter explained why 
this is untrue. 

You cannot compare the power 
of arsenals until you specify each 
bomb’s size: aggregate figures 
are meaningless. He talks with 
phony precision about fallout 
and burns: one cannot predict 
either effect without knowing 
weapon sizes, targets, burst 
heights, weather, etc. He talks 
about firestorms. I explained 
why this is a phony issue : Con- 
gress’ Office of Technology 
Assessment says U.S. cities 
don’t contain enough fuel for 
firestorms. 


Even his few accurate re- 
marks do nothing to refute me. I 
never denied nuclear war would 
kill many people. I just said 
freeze supporters exaggerate 
the effects, and a freeze wouldn’t 
solve the problem anyway. 
McLaughlin proves I’m right on 
the former. He doesn't address 
the latter at all. 

Mona Grigg criticizes my chal- 
lenge to the nuclear-war creden- 
tials of physicists, political scien- 
tists and doctors. Yet she proves 
the validity of my concern by 
quoting doctors as her only ‘ nuc- 
lear-war experts.” She says they 
claim only to understand nuclear 
war effects . She is wrong . I heard 
a Physicians for Social Responsi- 
bility (PSR) leader comment, 
arrogantly and erroneously, on 
Soviet strategic doctrine on TV. 
To show how ignorant the PSR is, 
it has attacked a plan to treat 
wounded U.S. soldiers in civilian 
hospitals. It says the plan’s pre- 
diction of heavy burn and blast 
casualties proves it is a nuclear 
war plan. In fact the figures are 
based on actual casualties in the 
non-nuclear Yom Kippur War. 
So much for doctors’ expertise. 
The PSR doesn’t even under- 
stand military medicine, much 
less strategy. 

Grigg is impressed that Russia 
telecast a panel discussion by 
Soviet and U.S. doctors on the 
horrors of nuclear war. That is 
an interesting development. 
Some observers think it may pre- 
sage a Soviet change-of-heart. I 
hope so. But why did it happen 
just now, when Soviet propagan- 
da is frantically encouraging the 
freeze movement? Let’s see how 
helpful they are on important 
things, before we gamble our 


lives on their sincerity. 

Does Grigg think for one mi- 
nute the U.S. S R will ever let its 
people vote on a nuclear freeze? 
Truth is, Russian public opinion 
doesn’t count for much. 

Grigg is right about one thing. 
Her article is emotionalistic. She 
lists people who disagree with 
me, but she does not present a 
single fact to prove they are right 
and I am wrong. I suspect she 
doesn't have any facts. 

Knowledge is critical . The nuc- 
lear war threat cannot be wished 
away with emotions. Surely 
Grigg wouldn't perform brain 
surgery on a loved one just be- 
cause her heart wants to help. 
Then what makes her think she’s 
qualified to set defense policy 
just because she hates nuclear 
war? 

We cannot afford to trust our 
fate to people whose “blood cur- 
dles.” We need people whose 
"brains work.” So far there is 
scant evidence that includes nuc- 
lear freeze activists.

Sidney Harris writes that, “Some 
readers are upset, and almost feel 
betrayed, when they find they cannot 
agree with everything a favorite wri- 
ter bejieves-but what possible use is 
a writer who agrees with all of our 
basic beliefs, except as a massage 
for our egos?” 

When the man s right, he’s right 
(But then, when he’s wrong ) 

As readers go, 1 am the ficklest of 
the fickle . I used to . for instance , love 
Free Press columnist Nickie 
McWhirter-until she wrote a silly 
piece on the rights of the rich to keep 
out the poor in Birmingham. (Maybe 
if I had been rich and lived in Birm- 
ingham I w fluid still have loved her). 

I forgave her a little when she 
wrote a stunning piece on the real 
“Norma Rae”, and the struggles of 
the workers at the J P. Stevens mill. 
At this moment she is on probation. 
We’ll see. 

It’s the way readers feel about 
newspapers, too. They are loyal to a 
paper which, for the most part, ex- 
presses their views, but have nothing 
but contempt for the paper that 
doesn’t. 

In his book, “On Press”, Tom 
Wicker defines his First Law of Jour- 


nalism: “That so human a creature 
as a newspaper inevitably reflects 
the character of its community. And 
I believe that the American press is 
neither heroic nor villainous, but that 
it mirrors rather well the character 
of the American community.” 

And a newspaper is human. It is 
written by human writers and re- 
flects the lc:al human condition. If, 
say, the community is small-townish 
and conservative, the news will very 
likely be presented in passive, 
straight-as-an-arrow language 

If, on the other hand, the paper 
serves an area full of artists and 
activists, it loosens up and presents 
the news in a lively, active style. 

Whatever the style, the press in 
this country is allowed, praise be, 
certain freedoms. (The freedom to 
print the truth, for example) These 
are not “carte blanche” freedoms, 
however-they are given only so long 
as they aren’t abused. But the com- 
munity (and there are bound to be 
some who will question this) has an 
obligation to the press as well. Fair 
and accurate reporting depends on 
the public allowing the press reason- 
able access to the truth So-called 
“public meetings” which are closed 


or kept from the press until after the 
fact become immediately suspect 

The good reporter is obliged to sniff 
around and find out what there was to 
hide. Constant “no comments” from 
the original source sends the repor- 
ter elsewhere for the truth. “Facts” 
from a second or third source can 
become fuzzied in the process. 

Freedom of the press also means 
the right to render opinions-to edi- 
torialize. This, however, is one of 
those “gray-area” freedoms. Often, 
editorial opinions permeate the front 
“hard news” pages simply by slant- 
ing the story to reflect the writer’s 
(or the paper s) own biases. 

The “good stuff” (i.e., the stuff 
the writer agrees with) appears at 
the top of the piece and the “bad 
stuff” (which is there, of course, be- 
cause the wTiter was taught in jour- 
nalism school that both sides of a 
story have to be examined) will be 
buried somewhere near the bottom 
Editorializing belongs on the 
Editorial or “Opinion” pages There 
the Editor-or anyone else-is free to 
grumble or gloat to his or her heart s 
content Letters from readers, happy 
or mad, are on those pages, too Such 
is the freedom of the press

JOHNNY THUNDERS & THE 
HEARTBREAKERS 
“D.T.K. — Live At the 
Speakeasy 1977” 

(Jungle Import) 

Johnny Thunders & the Heart- 
breakers were, for a time, one of 
the best rock n’ roll bands in the 
world. They were ferocious, un- 
relenting. and downright vita 1 
Naturally enough. American 
record companies never came 
close to realizing this, and the 
lone Heartbreakers studio long 
player. “L.A.M.F.,” classic 
though it may be, is destined to 
sit forever in the import racks. 

The band’s only other album 
release, “Live At Max’s, 
N.Y.C.,” is also, as can be gues- 
sed from the title, a live record- 
ing, but it doesn’t even approach 
the intensity found here. 

But let me backtrack a bit 
first. Johnny Thunders first 
came into the public eye as one of 
the guitarists for the now- 


legendary New York Dolls John- 
ny played Keith Richards with 
his arms showing to David 
Johansen's pancake parody of 
Mick Jagger. 

When the Dolls dissolved, 
Thunders and ex-band mate Jer- 
ry Nolan (maybe the greatest 
drummer to emerge in the 70 s) 
teamed up with bassist Richard 
Hell, who was quickly replaced 
with guitarist Walter Lure and 
his friend Billy Rath on the bass. 

These four members play on 
‘‘D T K ,” the same guys who 
played the first two Detroit 

Heartbreakers Farewell 
Show." Nolan and Rath were re- 
placed for the next five or six 
“last shows”. Sound confusing 0 
It is. 

Johnny suffers from very well 
documented, uh. health prob- 
lems that tend to make him in- 
coherent a lot, sometimes even 
when he’s onstage. Walter Lure 
once said “It always amazes me 


that these kids come and pay 
their eight or ten dollars to see 
this group that can barely stand

up . It’s mostly Johnny I 
guess; people come to see him 
die onstage.” 

But he hasn't, at least not vet 
Amazingly enough. Thunders 
often played some of his best riffs 
while under the influence, 
though nearly falling off the 


stage afterwards. Not a pretty 
sight by any means, but not a 
hopeless one either. 

Thunders just recently re- 
turned from London where he did 
some recording and producing, 
and oversaw the release of this 
album.

Like Johnny himself, “Live At 
the Speakeasy 1977” is neither 
pretty nor artful, but rather bris- 
tles with a ferocity that only snot- 
ty New Yorkers could muster in 
England during the summer of 
1977, when rea/punk was rearing

Fishing news updated 


If you've ever dreamed of “limit- 
ing out!’ on your favorite Michigan 
game fish on a lake or stream that 
seems ito have been reserved just 
for you, now is the time to try. Au- 
tumn in Michigan produces just 
that effect every year on many of its 
inland Waterways not designated as 
trout streams or lak.es. 

With the onset of fall , it seems , the 
state’s bass, walleye, perch, 
bluegill, and pike fisheries are 
largely ignored as anglers turn 
their attention to the salmon and 
steelhead rivers for the fall spawn- 
ing runs. Some even “hang-up’’ 
their rdds altogether in anticipation 


of hunting season. As a result, more 
and more fishing enthusiasts are 
discovering that some of the most 
relaxing and productive, fishing 
can be enjoyed on Michigan's non- 
trout streams, inland lakes, and 
Great Lakes waters after summer 
ends. 

The Michigan Travel Bureau's 
toll-free Conditions Report Line 
(800-292-5404 in Michigan; 800-248- 
5708 outside Michigan) gives reg- 
ularly updated information on what 
is biting, where and on what 24 
hours a day. The Bureau also pro- 
vides free literature on Michigan’s 
fishing laws and seasons, where to

In all, ten songs, all capable of 
bringing on a heart attack for the 
timid or aged. 

Other winners on the LP in- 
clude “Can't Keep My Eyes On 
You,” which is something less 
than a love song in anyone’s 
book, although the way Lure 
changes the lyrics, it could have 
many interpretations none of 
them printable.* The old Dave 
Clark 5 stomper “Do You Love 
Me” gets quite a workout, as 
does Thunders’ own “I Love 
You.” 

The clincher is an excellent 
version of the Heartbreakers’ 
greatest song, “Born Too 
Loose. ” “Where you come 
from,” drawls Thunders, “this 
song is called Born To Lose.’ 
Where I come it’s called Born 


Too Loose’.’ To which Lure adds 
the final insult: “Get it° Do you 
Limeys get it 0 ” 

Musically this album, like 
Thunders’ live shows, is loose. As 
the saying goes, when he’s bad, 
he's very bad But when he's

It froths over with so much 
energy and emotive playing that

Squash will also be in- 
jured by tempera- 
tures below 50 de- 
grees.

Coming off a disappointing loss to Livonia 
Franklin, they wanted to end the league portion 
of their season on a positive note. Said Coach 
Chuck Gordon. “A good win because we were 
coming off a tough loss to F ranklin and we didn ’t

And how they did react! On a cold Friday 
night in October (nowhere as cold as two years 
ago but still cold), the Rockets rose to the occa- 
son and dispensed of Redford Union in short 
order.

Glenn’s offense came out flying from the very 
start. The very first play of the game was an 
18-yard pass from quarterback Jeff Hawley to 
receiver Brian Grassel. The Rockets moved 
methodically down the field in search of the end 
zone. A fourth down pass to Dave Shroat put 
Glen at RU’s 15-yard line. But the Panther de- 
fense stiffened and Glenn was forced to settle for 
a 29-yard field goal by Todd Jennings , his second 
of the season. 

RU got their hands on the ball for the first 
time, but they were unable to dent the front line 
of Glenn’s defensive squad. Kurt Robertson led 
the charge that kept the Panthers from advanc- 
ing beyond the 30-yard line on its first posses- 
sion A pass from RU quarterback Rick Holme 
(5-9, 160. Jr.) was stolen from the Panther re- 
ceiver by free safety Doug Corbeil in Redford 
territory. 

The Rockets took the ball in for the score as 
senior Don Forchione ran 22 yards for a first 
down and then took it in himself from the 4-yard 
line for his second touchdown of the season. Jen- 
nings’ extra point attempt was wide and Glenn 
led 9-0. 

Redford Union finally got its offense moving 
late in the second period. Using plenty of motion 
plays and fakes, the Panthers moved down the 
field led by tailback Robert Macek (5-11, 180, 
Jr.) and fullback Brian Johnson (5-7, 180, Sr.. 
RU reached the 15-yard line and were poised to 
score But Glenn’s defense rose to the occasion 
asjhey so often have this season. Defensive end 
Jack Walker put pressure on the quarterback, 
forcing hi m to throw early . Too early as it turned 
out because Corbeil was waiting for the ball in 
the middle of the end zone. Corbeil was a stal- 
wart on defense all evening. He intercepted still 
another pass later in the game and made a 
crushing tackle on an RU runner. 

Then came the fastest ten second of Jennings 
life. First, he stepped into the hole cleared by 
Dan Strehl, John Ericson, and Jack Walker and 
then dashed 80 yards to paydirt virtually un- 
touched He added the extra point, then kicked 
off to Redford. The 80 yard run was the second 
longest in school history, surpassed only by the 
89-yard run of Mac Domke in 1968. 

At halftime, Glenn led 22-0 and were running 
on all cylinders. Redford's band tried to light 
their team’s fire during the halftime show. But 
Glenn was determined to hold onto their fourth 
shutout of the season and came out in the third 
quarer looking to add some more points to their 
lead. 

They got the chance when Hawley found Gras- 
sel slanting over the middle. The junior signal- 
caller timed his throw perfectly and Grassel 
caught it, pulled it into his body and ran the rest 
of the way to the end zone to complete a 50-yard 
touchdown play. 

Jennings added a 37-yard field goal later in the 
third quarter, the longest of his career. After 
those 3 points were tacked onto the scoreboard, 
the Rockets went to work defensively to ensure 
that RU was held in check With Corbeil now 
guiding the offense. Craig Thornton and Mike 
Smith ran the ball up and down the field for a 
total of 99 yards rushing keeping Redford’s 
hands off the ball lor most of the fourth quarter 
and thus preserving their fourth league victory 
in five tries. 

As the Rockets came off the field and boarded 
their bus that would take them back to West- 
land. they put their league season behind them 
and began looking forward to next Friday after- 
noon s game against Highland Park at 3:00 The 
Parkers who are 5-2 are. according to Gordon.

Public hearing set 
on proposed county 


millage increase 


The Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners has scheduled a second 
public hearing on a .2383 millage in- 
crease proposed by the County 
Board of Auditors for the new fiscal 
year beginning Dec. 1. 

The next hearing is Wednesday, 
Oct. 27, at 9:30 a. m. in the 13th floor 
auditorium of the City-County 
Building in downtown Detroit. A 
first hearing last week drew only 
three people and two letters, all in 
opposition. The letters were from 
Livonia Mayor Edward McNamara 
and Plymouth Township Super- 
visor Maurice Breen. 

If put into effect, the proposed in- 
crease would mean 23 cents per 
$1000 of assessed property valua- 
tion, less than $7 dollars for a home 
appraised at $30,000, said Samuel A. 
Turner, Chairman of the Board of 
Commissioners. 

A state statute governing the 
proposed increase (Act 5 of Public 
Acts 1982, JVICL 211.24 e) requires a 
public hearing before decision by 
the Board of Commissioners In the 


opinion of the Board, the hearing 
last week was inadequately publi- 
cized so a second hearing was 
ordered. 

Also according to state statute, 
the Board cannot vote on the prop- 
osed increase until at least a week 
after the final hearing. 

If enacted by the Board under au- 
thority of Act 5. the proposal would 
relieve $4.4 million from a $23.3 mil- 
lion deficit that prompted about 180 
layoffs earlier this month and is still 
threatening paydays scheduled 
through November. 

Turner already has warned that 
paydays on time cannot be guaran- 
teed after Oct. 22, and the Oct. 29 
payroll is doubtful. He said the pay 
schedule was jeopardized earlier 
this week with a court order requir- 
ing immediate payment of a $3.5 
million cost-of-living allowance 
postponed since August because of 
a lack of cash while the Countv 
struggled to fulfill financial obliga- 
tions until Dec. 1

Court orders county pay COLA 


A court order last week from Cir- 
cuit Judge Roland L Olzark 
granted immediate payment of a 
$3.5 million cost-of-living allowance 
(COLA) to Wayne County em- 
ployees. although County fiscal 
officers and Board Chairman 
Samuel A Turner wared that the 
regular schedule of paydays may 
suffer as a result 

The COLA has been owed since 
August but the County postponed 
payment due to a severe cash flow 
shortage barely a month away from 
the beginning of a new fiscal year on 
Dec. 1. 

In September the County was 
forced to borrow $10 million for 
meeting payrolls and other obliga- 
tions, and now has on file an ap- 
plication with the State Municipal 
Finance Commission (MFC) to bor- 
row another $10 million for ex- 
penses through November. 

“We had hoped to preserve our 
cash primarily for payrolls, about 
$2 million each week; however, the 
suit and court decision clearly has 
this plan in jeopardy/ 1 said Turner. 

“Unless the MFC allows us to bor- 
row $10 million more, it seems in- 
evitable that we ll miss some pay- 
days. We don't have the magical 
means to pull money from a hat/ 1 
Turner declared. 

After the court decision, Turner 
was told in a letter from the County 
Board of Auditors that ability of the 
County to meet payrolls on time 
during the remainder of the fiscal 
year “is seriously in doubt/ 1 


Turner said that the payroll due 
Oct. 22 will be met on time, but that 
the paydays for Oct 29 and Nov. 5 
are not guaranteed Only the 
COLA and the Oct. 22 payday are 
positive at this point. Turner 
emphasized 

About half the County’s 3400 em- 


ployees are due pay each week, and 
half will recieve their COLA this 
week, the other half next week. 
Turner explained After that, he 
said, payrolls and other financial 
obligations will be solely dependent 
on cash collections and on the ap- 
plication before the MFC. 


Under the best of these cir- 
cumstances. it won’t be easy for us 
to survive until Dec 1. Turner pre- 
dicted “As a condition for borrow- 
ing, we’ve been ordered by the MFC 
to eliminate a $22.3 million deficit 
by Dec . 1983, so we are prohibited 
from deficit spending.”

Sherry Howell is a wanted 
woman. 

The 28-year old is desperately 
being sought, not by authorities, 
but by a loving, lonely family she 
may not even know exists. Two 
weeks ago, Sherry’s sister and two 
3 rothers were reunited, along 
with her natural father and grand- 
mother in an emotional reunion 
that ended more than 25 years of 
learbreak for a family divided 
against itself. 

Now they want Sherry to com- 
plete the picture — to make them 
all whole again, and they are de- 
termined they ’ll find her . if only to 
assure themselves that she is all 
right and to somehow complete 
themselves. 

Sherry, her brothers Terry and 
Gary and sister Lynda, were sur- 
rendered to that state social ser- 
vices department by their natural 
mother more than 25 years ago. 
The children’s grandmother, Sue 
Kelbassa, knew nothing of her 
grandchildren’s plight until a 
neighbor in the Westland subdivi- 
sion where they were living hap- 
pened to mention it to her on the 
phone. 

“I went into hysterics, but I

CITY OF BELLEVILLE 
ORDINANCE NO. 82-221 

AN ORDINANCE TO GOVERN THE LICENSING 
AND OPERATING OF CARNIVALS AND 
CIRCUSES WITHIN THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE 
THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

Section 1. No person, firm, corporation, association or organization shall 
establish, sponsor, operate or conduct a Carnival or Circus w f ithin the bound- 
aries of the City of Belleville without obtaining a license in accord with the 
provisions of this Ordinance. 

Section 2. For the purpose of this Ordinance, a Carnival or Circus is hereby 
defined as a transient outdoor show or exhibition in which or in connection 
* with which are conducted or permitted games of chance or skill, or wherein 
goods are given or awarded to persons paying a consideration for a chance or 
opportunity to win or secure the same as a prize or aw ard or where concession 
stands or amusement stands are operated or maintained and or ferris wheels, 
merry-go-rounds and other similar mechanical amusement rides are oper- 
ated and/or live performances are staged by people or animals. 

Section 3 APPLICATION. The prospective licensee shall submit a written 
statement indicating that he desires to operate a Carnival or Circus within the 
City of Belleville, the proposed location, the parking facilities to be available 
and the number of portable rest rooms to be available, a brief description of 
the scope of activities, the number of days involved in the proposed Carnival 
or Circus activities and the name, address and phone number of the Appli- 
cant. Such written statement together with the required license fee, grounds 
clean-up deposit, and proof of insurance as described herein shall constitute 
the Application for a license to establish and operate a Carnival or Circus 
within the City of Belleville . The license to operate a Carnival or Circus within 
the City may only be issued pursuant to a majority vote of the City Council, 
after a hearing at which it shall be the burden of the prospective licensee to 
show that the operation of the proposed Carnival or Circus will not unduly 
disrupt the surrounding neighborhood in any manner. Any license issued for 
purposes of conducting a Carnival or Circus shall be valid for not more than 
fifteen (15) days. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to establish or operate a Carnival or 
Circus unless said Carnival or Circus is licensed in accordance with the 
provisions of this Section. 

Section 4. LICENSE FEE. The license fee for the operation of a Carnival or 
Circus shall be Five Hundred ($500 .00) Dollars. 

Section 5 LIABILITY INSURANCE The Applicant shall be required to 
provide proof of having procured a liability insurance policy in an amount not 
less than One Million ($1,000,000.00) Dollars covering the proposed activities 
and naming the City of Belleville as being an insured party under said policy. 

Section 6. GROUNDS CLEAN-UP DEPOSIT. The Applicant shall be re- 
quired to deposit the sum of One Thousand ($1 .000 00) Dollars for purposes of 
insuring the proper clean-up of the area set aside for purposes of conducting 
the Carnival or Circus. No portion of said deposit shall be returned to the 
Applicant until the Director of Public Works certifies that the licensee has 
properly cleaned-up and cleared the area in w hich the Carnival or Circus was 
conducted 

Section 7 WAIVER OF LICENSE FEE AND GROUNDS CLEAN-UP DE- 
POSIT. The City Council may waive all or part of the license fee and/or the 
grounds clean-up deposit, upon a request for such a waiver by the Applicant 
and after consideration of the following factors: 

(a) The non-profit or charitable status of the Applicant. 

(b) The availability of a locally designated representative to insure proper 
clean-up 

(c) Proof of satisfactory performance of clean-up activities by the Applicant 
in previous years. 

(d) Whatever determined to be in the best interests of the City. 

Section 8. AWARDS AND PRIZES. No awards, prizes, money or property of 
any nature shall be delivered directly or indirectly to any person unless in 
strict conformity with the requirements of state law. 

Section 9 SECURITY GUARDS REQUIRED A Carnival or Circus shall 
not be open for business without a licensed security guard on the premises No 
Carnival or Circus shall be open for business between the hours of two o’clock 
a m and seven o'clock a m. 

Section 10 SANITARY FACILITIES TO BE APPROVED Where food and/ 
or beverage of any description are to be dispensed in conjunction with the 
operation of a Carnival or Circus, the approval of the Wayne County Depart- 
ment of Health shall be obtained as to the proposed facilities to be furnished in 
the dispensing and handling of all such foods or beverages. 

Section 11 ELECTRICAL FIXTURES AND WIRING TO BE APPROVED 
Before and at any during the operation of a Carnival or Circus, all electrical 
fixtures and wiring where temporarily installed shall be inspected and 
approved by the Electrical Inspector of the City of Belleville, and if found 
improper same shall be remedied forthw ith Failure to so comply shall cause 
a revocation of said license 

Section 12 PENALTY Any person who shall be convicted of violating any 
of the provisions of this Ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine not to exceed Five Hundred 
($500 00) Dollars or by imprisonment not toexceed ninety (90) days or by both 
such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the Court

In recognition of Diabetes Detec- 
tion Week, Nov. 7-13, cost-free 
screening tests for diabetes, the na- 
tion’s third leading cause of death 
by disease according to the Amer- 
ican Diabetes Association, will be 
offered at the Oakwood Hospital 
Family Center. 19130 Sumpter 
Road, Belleville. 

The tests will be given Monday 
through Friday. Nov. 8-12, from 9 
a m. -12 p.m. except on Wednesday. 
Nov. 10. when they will be given 
from 10:30a m-12pm. Taking only 
a minute or two. the tests consist of 
having blood drawn from the arm. 

Test results will be forwarded to 
the American Diabetes Associa- 
tion, which, in turn, sends results of 
positive tests to the patient’s physi- 
cian. 

An appointment in not necessary 
for the tests, which are usually not 
available to anyone under 12 years 
of age. Those who are between 12 
and 18 years should be accompa- 
nied by an adult. 

A high carbohydrate meal heavy 
in starches and sugar is recom- 


mended two hours before the blood 
is drawn for most accurate results. 
Between the meal and test, the pa- 
tient should avoid drinking any- 
thing except water, or eating or 
smoking. 

Breakfast could be fruit or juice, 
cereal with milk and sugar, two 
slices of buttered toast with jam. 
and coffee or tea, according to the 
American Diabetes Association A 
person planning to take the test af- 
ter lunch could have soup, a sand- 
wich, cake or pie, and a glass of 
milk. 

In its simplest definition, di- 
abetes is a disease which prevents 
the body from producing sufficient 
insulin in order to convert the sugars 
and starches an individual eats into 
energy necessary for normal body 
functions. 

Common symptoms of diabetes 
include frequent urination, abnor- 
mal thirst, rapid weight loss, ex- 
treme hunger, itching, general 
weakness, blurred vision, and slow- 
healing infections.

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Heat pump saves 
cash and energy 


When considering home improve- 
ments this year, don’t forget the sav- 
ings in money and energy that you 
could reap by modernizing your 
home s heating and cooling system 

For example, if you are thinking of 
replacing your ofd central air con- 
ditioning system , consider replacing it 
with a heat pump. 

The heat pump concept, notes 
General Electric Company, the num- 
ber one manufacturer of home heat 
pump systems, may be new to many 
customers. But, it is not new in the 
heating and air conditioning industry. 
Basically, a heat pump is a central air 
conditioner that can both heat and cool 
your home. In summer it takes heat 
from inside the home and transfers it 
to the outside air. In winter, the cycle 
reverses, and heat from the outdoor 
air is transferred inside the home. 

Because heat pumps only move heat 
from place to place without burning 
fuel to produce the heat . thesesystems 
are highly efficient . With fuel costs ris- 
ing yearly, this makes heat pumps 
especially attractive. 

If your existing oil or gas furnace is 
still in good condition, but you still 
want to take advantage of the savings 
from heat pump efficiency, consider 
and add-on heat pump. An add-on heat 
pump, such as General Electric s Plus 
One' u system, operates in conjunction 
with an existing gas- or oil-fired fur- 


nace. 

With the GE Plus-One TU system, the 
heat pump does the job as long as it can 
efficiently keep the indoor tempera- 
ture at the desired level. When the 
temperature drops to levels where 
heat pumps have to work harder to 
raise indoor temperatures, the system 
automatically switches over to the ex- 
isting furnace. The result is economic- 
al operation and a reduced depend- 
ence on expensive gas or oil. 

For economical operation, it doesn't 
make sense in the summer to have a 
central air conditioner or heat pump 
take heat from inside the home and 
just “throw it away.” 

With a one- to five-ton heat pump 
system, the Hot Water Bank can pro- 
duce more than nine gallons of hot wa- 
ter per ton of rated cooling capacity 
For example, a heat pump rated at 
five tons of cooling capacity can pro- 
vide 46 gallons of hot water for each 
hour the unit s compressor operates. 

Part of the heat moved by the heat 
pump is reclaimed with two concen- 
tric pipes . The inner one circulates wa- 
ter from the home water heater, while 
the outer circulates a refrigerant gas 
heated to about 200 degrees by the 
waste heat. 

This action heats water from the wa- 
ter heater to 140 to 160 degrees. The 
water is then stored in the water hea- 
ter. as usual, until it is needed.

Insulation is a good investment 


R values are required to be plainly 
marked on all packages of insulation. 
If they aren't, advises the Mineral In- 
sulation Manufacturers Association, 
don't buy that product. 

To determine how much insulation 
is needed, calculate the area to be co- 
vered. If the framing is 16 inches on 
center, multiply by 0.94. The answer 
gives you the number of square feet of 
insulation you'll need. 

Putting out a little cash for a state 
supervised energy audit could pay off 
nicely — as Connecticut homeowners 
recently discovered. 

The 36,000 home energy audits con- 
ducted by Connecticut utilities since 
last October resulted in average sav- 
ings of 25 percent on electricity 40 per- 
cent on electricity 40 percent on gas 
and 43 percent on oil for consumers 


who followed recommended conserva- 
tion measures. 

A good way to find out how much 
insulation to use is to ask your local 
utility In general. R-30 or R-38 is 
recommended for attic floors R-ll or 
R-13 for walls, and R-ll or R-19 for 
floors above cold spaces. 

Windows with single-pane can be 
costing your home valuable energy. 

To avoid such waste, Andersen Cor- 
poration, manufacturers of Perma- 
Shield windows and gliding patio 
doors, recommends windows with 
doublepane insulating glass. (Consist- 
ing of two panes of glass sealed to en 
close an insulated air space.) 

If you plan to insulate the attic floor 
yourself using mineral fiber pouring 
wool, a label on the bag will tell you 
how many square feet the bag will cov- 
er for a desired R-value.
